whom it may concern, That they, and every of. rhem refſ* 
pecively, do execute, and cauſe to be put in execution, the 
Conents of theſe Preſents, within the: extent of' their ſe- 
veral Powers and JwisdiCtions , For ſuch is his Majeſties 
Pleafure. ** | 

And his Majeſty doth farther Will and Require, That 
theſe Preſents be Publiſhed and ſet up in all his Cities and 
Towns, as well Maritime as others, as alſo in all Ports, 
Havens, and other Places of his Kingdom, where it ſhall be 
requiſite, to the end, nune may pretend cauſe of ignorance 
of the ſame.
